DETAILS: 

I. BACKGROUND 
Residence 


On June 29, 1964, LOUIS ARGER was observed to main- 
tain his residence at 6128 North Keating in Chicago, Illinois. 
His residence has a fenced in area adjacent to a garage which 
contains lawn furniture and which is used as a sunning area 
for recuperative purposes after his frequent heart attacks. 





Status of Health 


On April 21, 1964, a spot surveillance was conducted 
at 6128 North Keating in Chicago. The subject's wife and a 
young girl were observed to leave’ the residence in a 1963 
Oldsmobile 98 convertible with 1964 Illinois Licens b6 
This automobile had a Mars sticker on the rear of it; b7C 
car was driven via Edens Expressway and Irving Park Road, to 
the American Hospital, located at North Fremont and Irving 
Park Road. The occupants entered the hospital. Also observed 
in front of the hospital was 1962 Pontiac convertible with 
1964 [Illinois iiss Wakes band previously been ob- 
served transporting ARGER-from his residence to the Crossroads 
Restaurant at 400 South State Street.
